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EGYPTIAN  COINS 

UNDER  THE  BRITISH  PROTECTORATE 

.  .  .  What?  Egypt  a  part  of  the  British  Commonwealth  Nations!!

Egypt  has  a  continuous  recorded 
history  of  5,000  years,  the  longest  in 
the  world.  The  country  has  altered 
between  periods  of  strength,  when 
neighboring  territories  fell  under  its 
domination,  and  periods  of  weak¬ 
ness,  when  it  came  under  foreign 
rule. 

The  period  in  Egyptian  history 
and  its  coinage  covered  in  this  arti¬ 
cle  is  the  8-year  period,  1914  to  1922, 
when  Egypt  was  a  British  Protecto¬ 
rate.  This  British  occupation  made 
Egypt  a  member  of  the  British 
Commonwealth  of  Nations. 

To  fully  appreciate  the  change  in 
government,  it  is  necessary  to  exam¬ 
ine  the  foreign  rule  just  prior  to  the 
British  occupation.  In  1517,  Turkey 
invaded  Egypt  making  it  a  Turkish 
province  and  for  the  next  397  years 
Turkey  ruled  Egypt,  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  Ali  Bey's  3-year  reign  and  the 
three  years  of  French  occupation. 
Under  Turkish  sovereignty  Egypt 
was  ruled  by  a  Khedive  under  the 
suzerainty  of  the  Sultan  of  Turkey. 

In  the  mid-1800s  an  event  took 
place  that  eventually  led  to  the  com¬ 
plete  British  occupation  of  Egypt. 
With  European  capital,  the  French 
organized  the  Suez  Canal  Company. 
It  was  a  99-year  concession  to  build 
and  maintain  a  canal  between 
Egypt  and  the  Sinai  Peninsula. 
Construction  began  in  April  1859 


and  the  Suez  Canal  was  completed 
November  17,  1869.  To  the  British, 
with  governing  powers  over  some  80 
plus  nations  around  the  world  and 
“Master  of  the  Seas,”  the  canal  was 
extremely  vital  to  their  interest.  By 
November  1875,  the  British  govern¬ 
ment  obtained  effective  control  of 
the  canal  by  purchasing  more  than 
15,000  shares  of  stock  from  the  Suez 
Canal  Company  for  about  $20  mil¬ 
lion.  This  purchase  left  France  and 
the  United  Kingdom  as  the  majority 
stockholders.  Great  Britain,  to  pro¬ 
tect  her  interest  in  the  canal,  moved 
troops  into  the  area  in  1882  and  for 
the  next  32  years  became  de  facto 
rulers  of  Egypt. 

In  1914  at  the  outbreak  of  World 
War  I  the  head  of  the  Khedive  was 
hostile  to  the  Allied  cause  and  fled  to 
Constantinople.  Egypt  was  declared 
a  British  Protectorate  on  December 
18,  1914.  The  Khedive  was  formally 
deposed  hy  Britain  and  Hussein 
Kamil  Pasha  was  declared  Sultan  of 
Egypt. 

With  this  change  in  government 
there  was  a  drastic  change  in  the 
coinage  of  Egypt.  The  13  type  coins, 
32  coins  hy  date  and  mint,  were 
issued  during  British  Protectorate 
period. 

A  most  interesting  article  was 
written  by  Major  Fred  Pridmore  in 
the  September  1964  issue  of  Spink’s 
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Numismatic  Chronicle,  under  the 
title  "Notes  on  Colonial  Coins  ■  The 
British  Protectorate  of  Egypt,  18th 
December  1914  •  28th  February 
1922,”  In  the  article  Major  Pridmore 
gives  an  in  depth  history  and  coin¬ 
age  of  this  period.  He  also  mentions 
the  fact  that  of  the  recent  authors  on 
Commonwealth  coins,  namely:

1st  Edition,  Que¬ 
bec,  Canada 

none  include  the  Egyptian  Protecto¬ 
rate  coins.  He  further  stated  “As  this 
coinage  was  entirely  British  in  con¬ 
ception,  issue  and  control,  during 
the  period  when  the  government  of 


Egypt  was  administered  by  Britain, 
it  should  be  included  within  the 
Commonwealth  series.” 

It  is  reasonable  to  assume  that 
Linecar,  Wright  and  Freidberg  have 
included  Egypt  in  their  later  edi¬ 
tions.  Remick  has  done  so  in  his  2nd 
and  3rd  editions  and  gives  Major 
Pridmore's  article  as  a  source  and 
reference.  The  Krause  Catalog  of 
World  Coins.  1983  edition,  did  for  the 
first  time  group  the  Protectorate 
coins  under  the  heading,  “British 
Occupation  1914-1922.”  Previous 
editions  have  the  Protectorate  coins 
co-mingled  with  other  coins  under 
the  heading  “Monetary  Reform.”

OFFICIAL  CALL  FOR  NOMINEES 

Nominations  for  TNA  president,  first  vice  president,  second  vice  presi¬ 
dent.  secretary,  treasurer  and  a  governor  for  each  of  the  16  districts  are  in 
order.

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IN  GOD  WE  TRUST

This  past  April  Easter  Sunday 
marked  the  120th  anniversary  of  the 
Coinage  Act  of  April  22, 1864  which 
authorized  the  striking  of  the  two 
cent  piece  and  the  inclusion  on  the 
coin  of  the  motto  “In  God  We  Trust.” 

On  November  13,  1861,  seven 
months  after  the  Confederate  cap¬ 
ture  of  Ft.  Sumter,  the  Rev.  M.R. 
Watkinson,  pastor  of  the  Baptist 
Meeting  House  in  Ridleyville,  Penn, 
wrote  the  following  letter  to  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Treasury  Salmon  P., 
Chase: 

“Dear  Sir: 

You  are  about  to  submit  your 
annual  report  to  Congress  respect¬ 
ing  the  affairs  of  the  national 
finances. 

One  fact  touching  our  currency 
has  hitherto  been  seriously  over¬ 
looked.  I  mean  the  recognition  of 
Almighty  God  in  some  form  in 
our  coins  .  .  .” 

Rev,  Watkinson  went  on  to  sug¬ 
gest  a  design  emblematic  of  union 
and  Divine  protection,  and  the 
motto  “God,  Liberty,  Law,”  stating 
his  belief  that  such  a  design  and 
motto  would  relieve  the  country 
from  the  ignominy  of  heathenism 
and  place  it  under  the  Divine  protec¬ 
tion  it  claimed. 

Within  a  few  days  of  receiving  the 
letter.  Secretary  Chase  wrote  the  fol¬ 
lowing  to  Director  of  the  Mint  James 
Pollock: 


“No  nation  can  be  strong  except 
in  the  strength  of  God.  or  safe 
except  in  His  defense.  The  trust  of 
our  people  in  God  should  be  de¬ 
clared  on  our  national  coins.  You 
will  cause  a  device  to  be  prepared 
without  unnecessary  delay  with  a 
motto  expressing  in  the  fewest 
and  tersest  words  this  national 
recognition  .  .  .” 

The  Coinage  Act  of  January  18, 
1837  which  prescribed  the  mottoes 
and  devices  to  appear  upon  the 
coins,  placed  a  roadblock  in  Secre¬ 
tary  Chase’s  path  and  legislation 
was  needed  to  remove  it.  Then  as 
now,  legislation  moved  at  a  snail’s 
pace. 

In  December  1863,  Director  Pol¬ 
lock  submitted  to  Chase  for  his 
approval,  a  design  for  the  cent  and 
designs  for  the  proposed  two  cent 
piece  and  nickel  three  cent  piece,  on 
which  it  was  proposed  that  one  of 
the  following  mottoes  should  ap¬ 
pear:  “OUR  COUNTRY,  OUR 
GOD”  or  “GOD  OUR  TRUST.” 

Secretary  Chase  replied,  “1  ap¬ 
prove  your  mottoes,  only  suggesting 
that  on  the  two  cent  piece  it  should 
be  changed  so  as  to  read:  'IN  GOD 
WE  TRUST.’”  With  the  exception  of 
the  two  cent  piece,  the  pattern  bear 
ing  the  mottoes  were  not  adopted.  As 
mentioned  earlier,  the  two  cent  piece 
was  authorized  on  April  22, 1 864  and 
by  year's  end  almost  20.000,000  had 
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been  struck. 

Various  later  acts  provided  for  the 
inclusion  of  the  motto  on  other  coins 
and  by  Public  Law  140  of  the  84th 
Congress,  which  was  signed  into 
law  on  July  11,  1955  the  inclusion  of 
the  motto  became  mandatory  on  all 
coins.  This  act  also  provided  for  its 
appearance  on  all  currency;  begin¬ 
ning  with  the  $1  Silver  Certificates 
issued  in  1957.  On  July  30,  1956, 
President  Eisenhower  signed  into 
law  a  joint  resolution  of  the  84th 
Congress,  decreeing  “IN  GOD  WE 
TRLIST”  to  be  the  national  motto. 

Over  the  years  attempts  have  been 
made  to  remove  the  motto  from  the 
currency,  the  two  most  notable  for 
completely  different  reasons. 

In  1907  Augustus  St.  Gaudens,  at 
the  instigation  of  President  Theo¬ 
dore  Roosevelt  prepared  new  de¬ 
signs  for  the  eagle  and  double  eagle, 
in  an  attempt  to  introduce  to  our 
coinage  the  beauty  as  that  of  the 
Ancient  Greeks.  T.R.  also  took  this 
opportunity  to  remove  the  motto 
from  those  denominations  for  reli¬ 
gious  reasons.  Misunderstanding 
his  intentions,  the  public  protested 
its  exclusion.  In  response  to  the  crit¬ 
icism,  T.R.  made  this  statement: 

“When  the  question  of  the  new 
coinage  came  up  we  looked  into 
the  law  and  found  there  was  no 
warrant  for  putting  ‘IN  GOD  WE 
TRUST'  on  the  coins.  As  the  cus¬ 
tom,  although  without  legal  war¬ 
rant,  has  grown  up,  however,  I 
might  have  felt  at  liberty  to  keep 
the  inscription  had  I  approved  of 
its  being  on  the  coinage.  But  as  1 
did  not  approve  of  it,  1  did  not 


direct  that  it  should  again  be  put 
on. 

“Of  course,  the  matter  of  the 
law  is  absolutely  in  the  hands  of 
Congress  and  any  direction  of 
Congress  in  the  matter  will  be 
immediately  obeyed.  At  present 
as  I  have  said,  there  is  no  warrant 
in  law  for  the  inscription. 

“My  own  feeling  in  the  matter 
is  due  to  my  very  firm  conviction 
that  to  put  such  a  m.otto  on  coins 
or  to  use  it  in  any  kindred  manner 
not  only  does  no  good  but  does 
positive  harm,  and  is  in  effect 
irreverence  which  comes  danger¬ 
ously  close  to  sacrilege.  A  beauti¬ 
ful  and  solemn  sentence  such  as 
the  one  in  question  should  be 
treated  and  uttered  with  that  fine 
reverence  which  necessarily  im¬ 
plies  a  certain  exaltation  of  spirit. 

“Any  use  which  tends  to  cheap¬ 
en  it,  and  above  all,  any  use 
which  tends  to  secure  its  being 
treated  in  a  spirit  of  levity,  is  from 
every  standpoint  profoundly  to  be 
regretted.  It  is  a  motto  which  is 
indeed  well  to  have  inscribed  in 
our  great  national  monuments,  in 
our  temples  of  justice,  in  our  legis¬ 
lative  hall  and  in  buildings  such 
as  those  at  West  Point  and  Anna¬ 
polis  -  in  short,  wherever  it  will 
tend  to  arouse  and  inspire  a  lofty 
emotion  in  those  who  look  there¬ 
on.  But  it  seems  to  me  eminently 
unwise  to  cheapen  it  by  use  on 
postage  stamps,  or  in  advertise¬ 
ments. 

“As  regards  its  use  on  coinage, 
we  have  actual  experience  by 
which  to  go.  In  all  my  life  1  have

never  heard  any  human  being 
speak  reverently  of  this  motto  on 
the  coins,  or  show  any  sign  of  its 
having  appealed  to  any  high 
emotion  in  him,  but  I  have  liter¬ 
ally  hundreds  of  times  heard  it 
used  as  an  occasion  of,  and  incite¬ 
ment  to  the  sneering  ridicule 
which  is  above  all  things  unde¬ 
sirable  that  so  beautiful  and 
exalted  a  phrase  should  excite, 
"For  example,  throughout  the 
long  contest  expanding  over  sev¬ 
eral  decades  on  the  free  coinage 
question,  the  existence  of  this 
motto  on  the  coins  was  a  constant 
source  of  jest  and  ridicule;  and 
this  was  unavoidable.  Everyone 
must  remember  the  innumerable 
cartoons  and  articles  based  on 
phrases  like  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST 
FOR  THE  SHORT  WEIGHT.  IN 
GOD  WE  TRUST  FOR  THE 
THIRTY  SEVEN  CENTS  WE 
DO  NOT  PAY,  etc.,  etc.  Surely  I 
am  well  within  bounds  when  I 
say  that  any  use  of  the  phrase 
which  invites  constant  levity  of 
this  type  is  most  undesirable.  If 
Congress  alters  the  law  and  di¬ 
rects  me  to  replace  on  the  coins 
the  sentence  in  question,  the  direc¬ 
tion  will  be  immediately  put  into 
effect,  but  I  very  earnestly  trust 
that  the  religious  sentiment  of  the 
country,  the  spirit  of  reverence  in 
the  country  will  prevent  any  such 
action  being  taken.” 

Bowing  to  public  pressure,  the 
Congress  passed  the  Act  of  May  18. 
1908  which  provided  for  the  inclu¬ 
sion  of  the  motto  on  the  eagle  and 
double  eagle.  Curiously,  six  years 
later  when  the  “Buffalo”  nickel 


entered  circulation,  without  the  mot¬ 
to,  there  was  no  public  outcry. 

The  latest  attempt  to  remove  the 
motto  occurred  a  few  years  ago,  and 
it  was  instigated  by  an  antheist 
Texas  woman.  Fortunately,  she  did 
not  succeed. 

If  Rev.  Watkinson  could  return 
and  see  the  state  of  things  today.  I’m 
sure  he  would  feel  its  appearance  on 
the  currency  is  as  important  as 
when  when  he  first  proposed  it!

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DISPLAY  ILLUSTRATES  BOND  HISTORY 


Frank  Galindo  knows  the  history 
of  U.S.  Savings  Bonds  and  each 
year  during  the  Savings  Bond  drive, 
he  displays  his  extensive  collection 
of  bonds,  advertising  posters,  pin- 
backs,  decals,  stamps  and  other 
memorabilia  at  San  Antonio’s  Kelly 
Air  Force  Base. 

Samples  of  his  collection  graced 
the  front  of  the  commander's  office 
at  Air  Logistics  Center  headquar¬ 
ters  and  contained  more  than  a 
hundred  World  War  I  and  II  posters. 

Bonds  were  started  originally  to 
support  the  WW  1  effort  and  were 
called  Liberty  Loan  drives.  By  WW 
II  the  same  campaigns  were  dubbed 
war  bond  drives.  Well  known  poster 
illustrators  of  the  time  such  as  How¬ 
ard  Chandler  Christy,  James  Mont¬ 
gomery  Flagt  and  Joseph  C.  Leyen- 
decker  are  represented.  Also  includ¬ 
ed  in  the  exhibit  were  pamphlets. 


flyers,  bus  cards,  badges,  certifi¬ 
cates,  postcards,  books,  sheet  music 
and  pencils. 

Galindo’s  interest  in  U.S.  history, 
particularly  in  the  two  war  eras,  and 
aviation,  whetted  his  appetite  for 
things  connected  with  the  periods. 
He  started  his  collection  in  1973.  He 
found  there  were  five  Liberty  Loan 
drives  during  the  first  war  and  seven 
war  bond  campaigns  in  the  second. 

In  the  early  days  of  bonds,  indi¬ 
viduals  purchased  stamps,  collect¬ 
ing  them  in  special  books  to  be 
redeemed  for  bonds  at  a  bank.

tainment. 

What  to  do  in  El  Paso  while  attend¬ 
ing  the  convention?  Well,  El  Paso  is 
a  town  with  scener.v  and  history  as 
dramatic  as  its  name  implies.  El 
Paso  del  Norte  (The  Pass  of  the 
North)  was  the  entry  way  through 
the  mountains  for  Europeans  as 
early  as  1581.  The  tales  of  pioneer 
courage  and  determination  weave 
the  fabric  of  El  Paso’s  history. 

Spaniards  came  seeking  gold. 
Then  came  the  missions,  estab¬ 
lished  before  the  Pilgrims  ever  set 
sail  from  England.  El  Paso  is  nest¬ 
led  in  a  valley  surrounded  by  the 
Hueco  and  Guadalupe  Mountains  to 
the  east,  and  the  Franklin  Moun¬ 
tains  to  the  north, 

El  Paso’s  beginning  history  is 
recorded  in  the  many  museums  in 
the  cit.v.  The  El  Paso  Museum  of  Art 
has  the  multi-million  dollar  Kress 


collection  and  an  original  Gilbert 
Stuart  portrait  of  George  Washing¬ 
ton.  The  Museum  of  History  tells  the 
story  of  the  conquistadores  and 
Pancho  Villa  who  lived  in  exile  in  El 
Paso  for  a  few  months  during  1911. 
Fort  Bliss  has  frontier  artifacts  and 
a  replica  of  the  original  adobe  fort. 
The  fort  is  now  the  largest  air 
defense  training  center  in  the  west¬ 
ern  world.  The  missions  built  in  and 
around  El  Paso  in  the  early  1680’s 
are  Yselta,  Socorro  and  San  Elizario 
Presidio. 

Juarez,  Mexico,  just  across  the 
border,  is  a  must  for  visitors.  The 
sister  city  has  the  only  Lincoln 
Memorial  standing  outside  the  Uni¬ 
ted  States.  Lincoln’s  likeness  over¬ 
looks  the  boulevard  leading  into 
Juarez  from  the  Cordova  Bridge. 
Tourists  make  their  way  over  that 
bridge  to  shop  in  Mexico  bringing 
home  Mexican  wares  such  as  em¬ 
broidered  dresses  and  blouses  for  the 
ladies,  native  weaving,  silver  work, 
leather  goods  and  assorted  souven¬ 
irs.  Popular  events  to  see  there  are 
the  greyhound  dog  racing  and  bull 
fighting.

TO  PRODUCE  SILVER 

Two  thousand  years  ago  shep¬ 
herds  in  the  Pyrenees  mountains  of 
Spain  needed  only  to  set  forest  fires 
whose  heat  would  release  silver  from 
out-cropping  sulfides,  resulting  in 
sparkling  rivulets  of  molten  silver 
pouring  down  the  mountain  sides.

The 
conquistadores  who  responded  to 
his  reports  began  to  tap  the  silver 
ores  in  what  is  now  Peru,  Bolivia 
and  Mexico. 

It  is  in  the  Cordilleras,  the  back¬ 
bone  of  the  American  continents, 
that  the  richest  sources  of  silver  are 
to  be  found.  The  mines  of  Comania 
de  Real  del  Monte  y  Pachuca,  S.A., 
Hidalgo,  Mexico  have  been  produc¬ 
ing  silver  requiring  continuously 
improving  technology  for  more  than 
400  years. 

In  North  America,  the  richest 
sources  of  silver  are  now  being 
worked  in  the  Silver  Valley  of  Idaho, 
where  the  men  of  Hecla  Mining  Co. 
of  Wallace,  Idaho  work  6,200  feet 
below  the  surface,  mining  ore  which 
may  contain  18  troy  ounces  of  silver 
per  ton. 

As  the  years  go  on,  available  silver 
veins  are  less  rich  and  deeper,  and 
the  silver  miners  are  constantly  ap¬ 
plying  innovative,  safe  and  effective 


BRITISH  COINS 

To  celebrate  the  75th  anniversary 
of  the  First  Hereditary  Monarch, 
Bhutan  issued  two  commemorative 
coins  in  gold  and  silver.  A  gold  Ser- 
tum  and  a  sterling  silver  200  Ngul- 
tram  piece  share  the  common  ob¬ 
verse  design  of  a  portrait  of  H.M. 
King  Ugyen  Wangchuck,  and  an 
inscription  “Druk  Gyalpo”  -  Pre¬ 
cious  Ruler  of  the  Dragon  People. 

The  Kingdom  of  Bhutan  is  located 
in  the  eastern  Himalayas  between 
China  and  India.  Ruled  by  various 
regional  leaders  through  the  centur¬ 
ies,  the  country  became  united  in 
1907  under  the  First  Hereditary 
Monarch.  For  hundreds  of  years  the 
Bhutanese  lived  a  life  of  self  imposed 
isolation  and  it  is  particularly  inter¬ 
esting  to  note  that  it  was  not  until 
contact  with  the  outside  world  began 
to  grow  in  the  1950’s,  that  Bhutan 
issued  its  first  coins.
